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HORRIBLE DEATH OF A LINEMAN 
ON BROADWAY. 


THOUSANDS SAW THE TRAGEDY. 


Edward Clayland of the Missouri Elec- 
tric Is the Latest Victim of the 
Overhead Wire System.

Pdaward Clayland, a lineman for the Mis- 
gourl Plectric Light and Power Co., was 
burned to death by a-live wire shortly after 
11 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

His smoking body hung in the air for at 
least ten minutes in view of thousands, 
who were attracted to the scene by the fire 
engines. The accident occurred at Broad- 
way and Chestnut street. 

When the body was removed from the 
tangled death-dealing mass of wires there 
was no sign of life init. It was taken to the 
City Dispensary and was pronounced dead 
by the physicians. 

Clayland was at work with a gang of 
men under District Superintendent Frank 
Herbert of the Missouri Electric. They were 
repairing wires. 

A little before 11 o'clock he was sent up 
the tall pole at the southwest corner of 
Broadway and Chestnut street. He spiked 
his way up to the fifth cross arm, adjusted 
his safety belt carefully and went to work. 

No one paid any attention to the man as 
he puttered away, for it is a common sight 
to see linemen at their dangerous task. 

The streets below were full of people, hur- 
rying to and fro with heads down, intent on 
business. The cabbies on the cabs in front 
of the Court-house were dozing in the 
warm spring sun. Right at the foot of the 
telegraph pole two newsboys were quar- 
reling. 

Suddenly a small man with silk hat on, 


standing on the southwest corner of the. 


street, yelled and pointed with his finger 
toward the top of the telegraph pole. 

The cabmen sprang to their feet. The 
sourrying crowd on the street stopped 
moving. 

“A groan of horror ran up and down the 
sidewalk, for there, among the deadly wires, 
his white face contorted in terrible agony, 
hung the body of Lineman Clayland. 
_No one knew who he was. Not one man

probably in all this crowd had ever seen 
him, but a wave of helpless pity swept over 


them, 
“My God,” shouted a man, “he’s burning 


to death!” 

Suro enough, the blue smoke, sickening to 
see, was creeping from the back of his neck. 
He hung head downward, his feet in the air 
and his spikes were free from the pole. Only 
his safety belt held him. In his hands he 
still clutched the wires that were pouring 
death into his body. 

In a delirium of helplessness some one 
turned in a fire alarm. The engines came 
bounding down the _ street, rending the 
crowds assunder, adding to the excitement 
and to the number of curious people who 
were bent on seeing the cause of all the 


excitement. 

Over on the Court House steps Bob Quain 
and Russell Benedict of the Fire Alarm 
Office had seen the man as he fgll back- 
ward into death's embrace. They knew 
what was the matter, and knew what to 
do. They have lived among wires them- 
selves. 

Running Into the basement, they grabbed 
a ladder and hurried across the street with 
it. They were just ahead of the Fire De- 
partment, which came rattling up at this 
moment, 

The ladder was placed against the pole. 
Quain, Benedict and Supt. Herbert, who 
had arrived by this time, mounted it. Hur- 
riedly cutting the safety belt, they disen- 
gaged the swinging body, with no little 
danger to themselves, while the crowd 
looked on agape, wondering if another life 
might not be lost in this attempt at 
rescue, 

Carefully they bore the lifeless body 
down the ladder. It was placed immediate- 
ly in a patrol wagon, which had been or- 
dered up from the Chestnut Street Station, 
and driven madly to the Dispensary. 

The trip was useless. Clayland was dead. 
His hands were frightfully burned. He 
wore buckskin gloves instead of rubber 
gloves. Had he worn the latter the acci- 
dent could not have happened. His fel- 
low linemen said he had been “short cir- 
cuited.”’ 

His body is now at the Morgeue. . 

After it had been taken away another 
lineman went up to complete Clavland's 
work, The crowd hung around until he had 
finished, evidently expecting to see a repe- 
tition of the tragedy. 

Clayland was 2% years old and lived at 2120 
Olive street. He came to St. Louis but 
four weeks ago. It is not known where his 
home is.

ELEVATOR BOY HAS A BAD CASE.

Health Department Takes Prompt Ac- 
tion to Prevent the Disease 
From Spreading.

Clement L. McCannaha, elevator boy at 
the St. Nicholas Hotel, was removed to 
Quarantine Wednesday, suffering from a 
genuine case of small-pox. 

For ten days while the disease was in its 
incipiency the boy has been at his duties 
about the fashionable hestelry. 

As the plague is infectious from the first 
chill that brings on the fever, there is no 
telling how many people have been jeop- 
ardized. 

The boy did not live at the hotel. He 
roomed with a companion, Tony Bernero, 
at 1408 Pine street. Both boys run the 
elevator at the St. Nicholas. 

Friday afternoon McCannaha was unable 
to work. His companion, Bernero, staid 
at home to nurse him. 

Monday the characteristic eruption broke 
out and Dr. J. D. Irwin of Eighth and Pine 
streets was summoned. He made.a posi- 
tive diagncsis Wednesday and at once re- 
ported the matter to the Health Depart- 
ment. 3 

Dr. A. L. Jordan. Chief Dispensary Phy- 
sician, immediately made an investigation. 
He found the case was undoubtedly genuine 
small-pox, and ordered the young man re- 
moved to Quarantine. 

This was done at noon by Ambulance 
Driver Fred Buser, who was carefully vac- 
cinated before being sent. 

Orders were given to thoroughly fumigate 
the house, destroy all tig bed clothing and 
vaccinate the fourteen other occupants of 
1408 Pine street. This was done Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Twenty men from the sanitary division 
were then called in and set to work tracing 
up all who had come in contact with the 
young man, 

Dr. Reber was sent to the St. Nicholas 
Hotel to ask the co-operation of the man- 
agement in taking necessary precautionary 
steps to prevent a spread of the disease. 
All the guests who were exposed will be 
vaccinated. 

The period of incubation of the disease is 
two weeks. From the first chill which ush- 
ers in the fever it is transmissible. All 
who have come in contact with the eleva- 
tor boy within that time are in danger. 

The disease will be traced to every possi- 
ble ramification. The fourteen occupants of 
the rooming-house will not only be vaccin- 
ated, but everyone with whom they have 
come in contact at their work. 

McCannaha is 21 years old. He came here 
from Ohio two months ago and was em- 
ployed as a bell boy at the hotel. He can 
give no history of the disease. He says he 
has no idea where he contracted it. 

The rooming house where the boys live 
is conducted by Harrifigton Bros., one of 
whom is the leader of the Venetiafi or- 
chestra. , 

Health Commissioner Starkloff said: ““We 
have only one case now, but there may be 
200 in a few days. Undoubtedly many peo- 
ple have come in contact with McCannaha 
since the disease developed. All the avail- 
able men in the department have been put 
on the case, and every precaution will be 
taken to prevent a spread of the disease. 
“Everybody who has come in contact 
with the man in the last week has ween 
exposed to infection. All such will do well 
to come to the City Dispensary at once and 
be vaccinated.”’ 

Dr. Jordan saw the young man. He said: 
‘There is no doubt that the case is genuine 
small-pox. The disease is contagious from 
the moment the fever sets in. It remains 
so until the last eruption has healed and the 
patient has received an antiseptic bath. 

“It is impossible to say whether other 
cases will develop. We will simply take 
every precaution and wait. It takes two 
weeks from the date of exposure for the 
disease to develop.” 


At the St. Nicholas Hotel there was great 
excitement when it was learned that the 


erstwhile bell boy had small-pox. 

Bright and early Wednesday morning Dr. 
Dean of the City Dispensary, assisted by 
Dr. Irwin, commenced vaccinating the at- 
taches of the St. Nicholas Hotel. One of 
the first to submit to the operation was 
Richard Everett, manager of the hotel. 

Nothing has yet been said to the patrons 
of the hotel about vaccination, but Dr. 
Dean told a ym ees ear reporter at noon 
Wednesday that while there would be no 
compulsion, it would be well for the hotel 

ests to take all precaution possible, al- 
though he was of the opinion that inasmuch 
as the afflicted youth left the house four 
or five days ago, before the small-pox 
symptoms had developed, there was really 
no danger of contagion so far as his pres- 
ence at the hotel was concerned. 

Dr. Dean was at the Pine street lodging

BRUTAL SAYERS 
I$ OFF THE FORCE 


POLICE BOARD DISMISSES THE 
WIGGINS FERRY WATCHMAN. 


MATRON BREEN TURNED OUT. 


New Board Selects Wm. H. Beneke Sec- 
retary and Sends Capt. Keeble 
Back to Active Duty. 


Private Watchman William Sayers is no 
longer a guardian of the public peace. He 
was summarily dismissed by Vice-Presi- 
dent James M. Lewis, of the Police Board 
on his return from Hot Springs. The board 
at its meeting Tuesday afternoon confirmed 
his action. 

Sayers had been suspended by Police 
Captain Young for gross brutality and was 
reinstated by the Police Board on the rep- 
resentations of the Wiggins Ferry officials. 

His dismissal from the force is the result 
of a Post-Dispatch expose of his crime and 
his previous record for brutality. 

Sayers is the employe of the Wiggins 
Ferry Co. who on March 26 assaulted Mrs. 
Annie Silver and her 12-year-old boy in the 
oy? - yards. 

Mrs. Silver and her 12-year-old boy had 
gone into the yards to gather coal. Sayers 
ordered her out of the place, but she per- 
Sisted that she had permission to gather 
what fuel had fallen from the cars. Sayers 
knocked her down with a blow in the face 
and kicked her repeatedly. When her son 
ran to her rescue Sayers fired at him. He 
then arrested the woman and dragged her 
to the Third District station. Capt. Young 
saw that she was injured and sent her to 
the City Hospital. She was brought before 
Judge Peabody on the charge of trespass 
and he fined her, but stayed the penalty, 
explaining that the trespass charge was 

roved and Sayers’ brutality was not an 

Ssue in the case. 

Police Captain Young then suspended Say- 
ers and sent him before the Police Board 
with a recommendation that he be dis- 
charged. The captain made a thorough in- 
vestigation, and was prepared to prove by 
witnesses that Sayers’ actions were un- 
warranted, and that he was unfit for the 
position he held. 

Meanwhile the Board took the statements 
of Vice-President Alonzo Church and At- 
torney Ralston of the Wiggins Ferry Co., 
and on their representations that Mrs. Sil- 
ver was a low character and Sayers an ef- 
ficient workman,they dismissed the charges 
against him and reinstated him. 

Capt. Young did not let the matter rest. 
He had a warrant for assault and battery 
sworn out. Judge Murphy fined the brutal 


watchman $100. A motion for a new trial 
was granted, and the case has been reset. 

Last Saturday Sayers made a vicious as- 
sault on his wife. He claimed she was 
going to appear against him and choked 
her almost into insensibility. She went to 
Prosecutor Johnson to swear out a warrant 
and encountered her husband in the Four 
Courts corridor. He made for her again, 
but she gained protection in Attorney John- 
son's office. Another warrant was issued 
against Sayers and he was locked up. He is 
still in custody. 

When Gen. Lewis returned from Hot 
Springs he read of Sayers’ record in the 
Post-Dispatch. It was confirmed on inves- 
tigation and he dismissed him. The brutal 
watchman is still in the holdover awaiting 
trial for the assault on his wife. She is a 
self-supporting woman and takes care of her 
three children. She told Prosecutor John- 
son that her husband had never contributed 
to her me ig etl and during the past seven 
years had been frequently incarcerated in 
the City and St. Vincent’s Insane Asylums. 

Besides dismissing Sayers the board 
elected William H. Beneke, secretary, vice 
Capt. Wm. O. Keeble, who is made Sergeant 
and Acting Captain, and will probably be as- 
signed to the First District. 

They also removed Police Matron Louise 
Breen, Chief Harrigan’s appointee, and se- 
lected Mrs. C. A. Gilbert, a Work-house 
guard, for the place. Mrs. Gilbert was sup- 
ported by the W. C. T. U. 

Sergeant Martin King was acquitted of 
the charge of misappropriating funds; Pa- 
trolmen Mathew Fox and Thomas were 
dismissed from the force for drunkenness 
and unbecoming conduct, respectively. 
The licenses of Private Watchmen James 
J. Forbes and William Dace were revoked. 
Several fines were imposed for light of- 
fenses, and the charges against Detective 
Tom Tracy for maltreating a citizen were 
dismissed. 


BRIGHT BOY KILLED.

He has been awaiting 
the receipt of such an invitation and wiil 
at once start for the Greek capital, taking 
with him a number of Italian volunteers, 
who are anxious to serve the cause of 
Greece under his command. 

A communication has been received from 
the Ladies’ Committee of the Red Cross 
of Greece, asking that the women of Amer- 
ica form a committee to assist the work of 
the Red Cross at the seat of war in caring 
for the dying and wounded by sending 
funds and supplies.

FROM CONSTANTINOPLE, 


Turks Are Said to Occupy Command- 
ing Positions Near Larissa. 


LONDON, April 21.—A dispatch received 
from Constantinople at the Turkish Lega- 
tion here last evening announced that the 
village of Kriechora, in Greek territory, 


had been occupied by the Turks and that 
the Turkish division commanded by Nechat 
Pasha, operating against Tyrnavo and Lar- 
isea, has carried’ all the positions com- 
manding the plain of Larissa. At Kriech- 
ora and Badit the Turks captured many 
prisoners and quansities of arms and am- 
munition. 

The Greeks who were defeated in the 
Milouna Pass are reported to have fled in a 
ceeerew direction and also towards Lar- 
ssa.

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GREEK FLEET AWAITED. 


Turks at Salonica Prepare to Give Ita 
Warm Reception. 


LONDON, April 21.—A special dispatch 
from Salonica announces that the Porte of- 
ficials there are vigilantly looking out for 
the Greek fleet, having been informed that 
the war vessels of Greece have been ordered 
to make an attempt to seize that city, which 
is the basis of Turkish supplies for the army 
operating against the Greeks. The military 
authorities of Salonica have laid 150 torpe- 
do mines in the bay and further steps have 
been taken to protect the narrow entrance 
of the harbor between Cape Kara and the 
mainland of Macedonia 

Lookouts have been stationed on all the 
prominent headlands and points of vantage 
overiooking the bay, with instructions to 
immediately report the appearance of the 
Greek fleet, which is expected to make a 
semonstration against this place very 
shortly, 

The harbor has been thoroughly mined 
and a number of torpedo boats have been 
Stationed in well selected places. The en- 
trance of the harbor, from Cape Kara to 
the mainland of Macedonia, is strung with 
torpedoes and large quantities of ammuni- 
tion have been sent to all the batteries. 
There are rumors that a Turkish fleet has 
left the Dardanelles for this place and that 
“ will give battle to the Greek fleet in the 

ay. 

A number of Greek irregulars who have 
been brought here as prisoners, were said 
to have quantities of explosives in their 
possession.

PARIS, April 21.—The correspondent of 
La Journal, at Athens, had an interview 
with King George of Greece at the palace. 
His majesty is quoted as saying that he be- 
lieved to the last moment that peace would 
be maintained and did his utmost to bring 
about a pacific solution of the matters In 
dispute. 

The King denied that Greece commenced 
hostilities against Turkey and argued that 
Turkey was not compelled to go to war 
because of the incursion of a few insur- 
gents whom nobody could have restrained. 
‘The truth is,’ he said, ‘“‘we were attacked 
because Turkey was ordered to attack us. 
There never would have been war, but for 
certain intrigues which will appear later.

Eu- 
rope must understand that after forcing us 
to war there can be no question of limiting 
it. Our fleet is destined to take an import- 
ant part, as will soon be learned. Greece 
understands that she must either be vic- 
torious or disappear. The war may be pro- 
longed and bloody, but it is now too late to 
stop. A great crime has been committed 
against right and humanity in the Cretan 
qyvestion and the chastisement has now 
commenced.”

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BILLY MASON'S 
MAIDEN SPEECH 


HE RATTLED THE DRY BONES OF 
THE SENATE. 


HE WANTS TO DO BUSINESS. 


By a Narrow Margin the Senate De- 
cided Against His Effort to 
Shut Off Debate. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—A resolution by 
Senator Mason of Illinois to permit debate 


to be shut off and the previous question 
ordered in the Senate was referred to the 
Rules Committee to-day by ayes 82, nays 24, 
the nays representing friends of the Mason 
resolution, 

The maturing of the tariff bill was indi- 
cated by the deluge of petitions relating 
to tariff rates presented to the Senate to- 
day. Mr. Spooner (Rep.) of Wisconsin, 
sent a bundle containing several hundred 
pec one urging a re-enactment of the Mc- 

inley rates on lumber. 

Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.) reported favor- 
ably from the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions an amendment to the sundry civil bill 
roposing an increase of $50,000 to improve 

earl harbor, Hawaiian Islands. 

A resolution by Mr. Hawley (Rep., Conn.) 
was agreed to, duly acknowledging the in- 
vitation of Mayor Strong of New York to 
participate in the coming Grant ceremonies, 
and providing a committee of fifteen Sen- 
ators to be appointed by the Vice-President 
to represent the Senate, 

Mr. Cullom’s resolution introduced yes- 
terday calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for information relative to inter- 
nal revenue taxes on distilled spirits was 
agreed to. 

This cleared the way for an unexpected 
and very breezy speech from the new Sena- 
tor from Illinois, Mr. Mason, which 
aroused an outburst from the galleries. It 
occurred on the resolution Mr. Mason in- 
troduced yesterday, directing the Commit- 
tee on Rules to report a rule providing for 
the closing of debate and for the previous 
question. 

It was Mr. Mason’s maiden speech in the 
Senate and he was followed with great in- 
terest. He said, he desired to have the reso- 
lution go to the Committee on Rules and 
gave notice that unless some report was 
forthcoming at an early date, he would 
move to have the committee discharged so 
that the resolution could be brought before 
the Senate. 

It was agreed on all hands, proceeded the 
Senator, with a vein of sarcasm, that the 
United States Senate is a great body. That 
was the view particularly of those within 
the body and on the pay roll. But everyone 
knew also that it was the only legislative 
body in existence incapable of doing busi-. 
ness. Mr. Mason said he hoped he would 
be forgiven for these reflections for he was 
stillin the ‘‘kindergarten class” and he rec- 
ognized that he was thrashing over old 
straw. But he proposed to keep thrashing 
over this old straw during his next six years 
in the Senate. 

The Senate has agreed to vote upon all 
pending amendments and the Nelson sub- 
stitute to the bankruptcy bill at 8 o’clock 
to-morrow. 

It passed a bill for the relief of homestead 
pacers on that part of the Great Sioux 
eservation lying in Nebraska. 
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THE DINGLEY BILL. 


The Retroactive Clause Is to Be 


Knocked Out. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The Republi- 
can members of the Finance Committee of 
the Senate have reached an agreement 


either to strike out the retroactive provi- 
sion of the Dingley tariff bill or to amend 
it so as to pave the way for its being 
stricken out in conference and have s0 
notified the Democratic members of the 
committee. The Democrats have agreed in 
view of this promise not to press the Vest 
resolution on the subject of Secretary 
Gage’s recent circular. This was one of the 
accomplishments of the visit of the Repub- 
lican members to the Senate yesterday. 

The sentiment among the Republican 
members is said to have been against the 
provision from the first, but they felt that 
to take decisive adverse action upon it in 
the face of Democratic opposition would 
place them in the light of acting under 
fire and taking a position because of the 
criticisms of the opposition. They there- 
fore asked that the Democrats keep their 
hands off until the Republicans should have 
had an opportunity to make their intentiong 
known, 

The Democrats considered this proposi- 
tion as reasonable and agreed to refrain 
from pressing consideration of the Vest res- 
olution until the result of the labors of the 
Republican members could be known. 
While not absolutely decided between the 
material modification of the provision and 
its complete cancellation, the balance of 
opinion in the committee is understood to 
be quite on the side of destroying it en- 
tirely. The Democratic Senators generally 
believe this will be the result of the com- 
mittee’s deliberations and expect that when 
the bill is handed to them the clause will 
have disappeared. 


PACIFIC RAILROADS.

Shipland is on Promised Land plantation, 
about two miles below Lake Providence, 
La. At the time of the break backwater 
from the upper crevasses was. already 
against the levee ten or twelve inches deep 
and many high places were still uncovered. 
Many of the plantations upon which partial 
crops might have been made must now 
share the fate of the rest, and tn all of the 
lower Issaquena, Sharkey and Yazoo Coun- 
ties, where there was a foot of water be- 
fore, there will now be three feet or more. 

Places which have heretofore been havens 
of refuge for live stock and human beings 
will now have to be abandoned and in a 
few days there will scarcely be a dry spot 
in all the country south of: this break and 
between the levees and the Yazoo River. 

Whether there will be life lost in the re- 
gion affected depends upon the question 
whether the people are provided with boats. 
In addition to the disastrous local conse- 
quences it will also have the effect of rais- 
ing the water in the Yazoo River and keep- 
ing that stream up at its mouth to such an 
extent as to retard the outflow of flood 
water in the upper Delta country. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 21.—The gauge 
rose 1.2 feet one time yesterday and subse- 
quentiy fell. The crest of the flood wave 
has not yet been here and the river may 
go higher. 

The work of the past is as nothing to 
that which ts now going on. Planters and 
farmers, laborers and merchants have aban- 
doned everything else and are camping on 
the weak spots, nursing them with tender 
care and holding them against the water. 
More material is going out now than evér 
before and the activity is almost super- 
human. Miles of new box levees, piles of 
filled sacks and earth have sprung up in 
every section. Railroads are carying men 
and material free and no money has been 
spared by the levee boards or the people. 
Still, all the new work is but temporary, 
calculated only to hold the flood from cross- 


ing the_levee line, and when the water 
falls nearly the entire system will need 
substantial repair, if not rebuilding. 

NATCHEZ, Miss., April 21.—A terrible 
tale of disaster reached Natchez from 
Bayou Vidal, in the lower part of Madison 
Parish, The water from the Biggs 
crevasse caught the people there unpre- 
pores. they having no knowledge of the 
reak, and it swept down upon them, carry- 
death and desolation in its wake. A number 
of persons are known to have been drowned. 
Thomas Blackman, with his wife and infant 
child, were caught in their home and 
erished, while P. Kells, in his effort 
o rescue them, came near sharing their 
fate. It is feared the death list will be 
large, because of the suddenness with which 
the calam!t came upon the people. 
Steamers and skiffs have been sent up to 
Bayou Vida and Bayou Roundaway to res- 
ag the unfortunates who can be reached 
n me. 


QUINCY, Ill., April 21.—The Mississippi 
River at this point is steadily rising. Tie 
steamer Harry Hock rescued six families 
whose homes in the bottoms north 
of the city were surrounded by water. 
At Warsaw, Ill., the Mississippi has passed 
the 18-foot mark and people are now leav- 
ing portions of the districts protected by 
the levees. At Keithsburg, Ill., the river is 
now at its highest point for several years 
and the condition of the bottom land far- 
mers is pitiful, 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 21.—The river

PRINGEFOTE'S. 
PRETENSIONS, 


BRITISH AMBASSADOR’S CLAIM 
TO PRECEDENCE. 


MUST PRECEDE MRS. GRANT. 


Or Else He Will Not Attend the Monu- 
ment Ceremonies at New 
York. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—The ef- 
forts of Sir Julian Pauncefote, Ambassador 
for Great Britain, to establish for himself 
and fellow Ambassadors recognition of 
their right to take precedence of all ex- 
cept the President, have intruded them- 
selves even on the arrangements for official 
attendance at the dedication of the Grant 
monument. Just what the issue is, or will 
be, cannot be stated, for those interested 
refuse to discuss the matter. 

When the invitation was given to the 
Diplomatic Corps, Sir Julian pro ¥ 
nounced that unless the foreign te lo 
tives of ambassadorial rank received the 
places of honor ahead of Mrs. Grant and 
the Grant family they could not attend the 
dedication. Mr. Steele visited Mrs. Grant 
to ask her views regarding the matter. 
The interview, it is assumed, was sgatis- 
factory, and Mr. Steele next communicated 
with Senor Romero, Mexican Minister, and 
dean of the corps. The Minister is quoted as 
having asserted in emphatic terms that if 
the Ministerial members of the corps were 
to be separated from their Ambassadorial 
brethren, as was. done at the inauguration 
ceremonies last month, they would not go 
one step toward ae of York. 

Just how the matter was arranged does 
not appear, but it is announced that every- 
thing is settled. 

Sir Julian’s attitude, even in gocial func- 
tions, has been the subject of comment in 
Washington for months. Recently, being in- 
vited to meet Vice-President Hobart at a 
dinner given by Gardiner G. Hubabrd, he 
insisted, as a sine qua non of his accept- 
ance, that he, and not the Vice-President, 
must have the seat of honor. What Mr. 
Hubbard replied is not known, but the Am- 
bassador was not of the party. A little be- 
fore that event he was asked to meet Mr. 
Olney at the residence of L. Z. Leiter. He 
made the same demand and it was granted, 
the Secretary being consoled for the dis- 
crimination by being permitted to take the 
young scion of the house out to dinner. 

It is said that Sir Julian's pretensions to 
precedence were sanctioned officially by Ol- 
ney, so that when he was made a victim of 
their practical application he was estopped 
from criticism, had he felt disposed to make 
it. It is also said that the ruling of the 
Secretary was made originally to apply to 
Vice-President Stevenson, and that if Mr. 
Stevenson had been ‘thoroughly in harmony 
with the Cleveland administration, Sir Jul- 
ian’s claim might not have been championed 
so warmly.

THAT ELECTION 
WILL BE HELD. 


SUPREME COURT ENOCKS OUT 
THE SCHOOL RING. 


NON-PARTISAN CANDIDATES. 


The Tickets Will Be Made in Response 
to Petitions by Elec. 
tors. 


In the mandamus case of George Strodt- 
man against the Election Commissioners of 
St. Louis, to compel them to rescind the 
order for a special election, the Supreme 
Court en banc denied the writ on the 
ground that what is known as the Civico 
Federation bill, under which the election 
was ordered, is not in conflict with the con- 
stitution of the State, and will not put the 
State to unnecessary expense, as the elec- 
tion will pve valid. 

This knocks out the School Board ring. 
The knock-out blow will be defined later in 
@ written opinion setting forth the reasons 
for refusing a writ of mandamus against 
the Election Commission citing them to 
show cause why they should not be re- 
strained from holding an election under 
the new Civic Federation law. 

Since the decision given Tuesday the sit- 
uation has been just as it was before. There 
is a new law, and an election will be held 
under that law for twelve members of a 
new School Board, to be elected at large 
at a special election to be held May iS. 

The method of providing candidates is not 
touched upon in the new law, so that the 
general primary law applies. 

Under that law all nominations either by 
conventions or by electors must filed 
fifteen days prior to the election. This 
makes the last filing day May 3. The Llec- 
tion Commissioners have fixed 5 o’clock p. 
m. as the last filing hour on that day. 

The two parties, Democratic arid Repub- 
lican. will not hold primaries for the nomi- 
nation of candidates. That is definitely 
decided upon. 

There was an understanding between 
Chairman Kalbfell of the Republican City 
Central Committee and the Election Com- 
missioners to the effect that if the Commit- 
tee did not issue a call Tuesday night it 
might be understood that no call would be 
issued. 

Mr. Kalbfell said Wednesday: ‘‘There will 
oe Pe primaries. That is practically set- 
tled.’’ 

Secretary Saunders of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners said: “It is reasonably 
certain that all the nominations will be 
made by petition. Each candidate must 
have signed to his petition the names of 
at least 1,000 qualified voters of St. Louis. 

“The Republican plan is to nominate a 
whole ticket, with 1,200 or so signers, and 
run the ticket under a caption which would 
indicate its character. Unless nominated by 
regular conventions the party captions can- 
not be used.”’ 

Unless something entirely unexpected 
turns up between now and Saturday the 
tickets will be made by nominations by 
electors, as it is termed. Each candidate 
must have at least 1,000 signers on his peti- 
tion. It does not matter if two or more 
candidates have the same signers. 

Just how the candidates will be grouped 
cannot of course be told until it is known 
who they will be. 

Seven or eight of the old School Board 
members wil run for re-election. The 
Civic Federation will have candidates, and 
the two parties will have theirs. and there 
may be besides quite a running of independ- 
ents. The School Board push has about aban- 
doned the idea of heading off the election, 
and will lay back now and try to knock the 
law out by contests after the new members 
get their certificates. 


TALLEST BUILDING IN TOWN. 


Heirs of George F. Tower to Build It 
on Olive Street. 


A eplendid 2-story office building Is to 
bo erected just across the street from the 
Union Trust building, on the northeast cor- 
ner of Seventh and Olive streets. The 
building permit was issued April 16, ju8t 
prior to the going into effect of the ordi- 
nance restricting the height of buildings 
to 180 feet. For reasons of the promoters 
the fact of the issuance of this permit was 
kept secret until Tuesday. 

The building is to be built by the heirs 
of the late George F. Tower, who died 
two years ago, leaving an estate valued at 
$1,000,000 They formed themselves into the 
Tower Realty Co., with the eldest son, 
George F. Tower, premsent. and bought a 
99-year lease on the Seventh and Olive 
street corner from John Hogan for $150,000, 
The terms of the lease are about $13,000 a 
year.

TWELVE COUPLES ARRESTED IN 
AN ASSIGNATION HOUSE. 


THE PROPRIETOR LOCKED UP. 


An Olive Street Hotel Run on the Com- 
‘plaisant Plan Visited With 
Good Results. 


The Vendetta Hotel, at 2620 Olive street, 
was raided Tuesday night, and twelve

The proprietor and his porter were taken 
out to 1 patrol wagon and then the in- 
mates of the house were aroused, 

It took quite a while for them to dress so 
as to be presentable on the street, even in 
a patrol wagon. The men were indignant 
and the women converted various pieces of 
lingerie into veils. 

At the Police Station the Sergeant said he 
would not hold the guests and they left. 
The hotel register bore the name of Bob 
Fitzsimmons and wife five times and Cor- 
bett and lady twice. , 

Several of the heads of European nations 
were ‘‘booked”’ and variety performers and 
various local politicians had their names 
forged to the register.

In the Post-Dispatch of Saturday last 
appeared a special dispatch describing a 
plan which Mr. Eugene V. Debs says will 
be discussed at the approaching special 
convention of the American Rallway 
Union. This plan is to found an indus- 
trial order which, after becoming strong 
enough, is to colonize a Western State, 
capture the State Government through 
the ballot, and through and by means of 
it establish a co-operative commonwealth. 
Debs claims that a million persons are 
prepared to put the scheme in operation 
and that the American Railway Union 
will probably launch it.

THE KANSAS CITY MUDDLE. 


The City Council of Kansas City has 
done perfectly right in refusing t>9 pay 
the salary of Chief of Police Vallins. 
The grounds for the Council's refusal are 
that Vallins is not a citizen of. Kansas 
City, having resided there unly since last 
January, and that according tc the char- 
ter he cannot hold office there. 

This was ample ground for.refusing to 
recognize Vallins as a city official, but 
the truth is that the appointment of Val- 
lins as Chief of Police was an outrage, 
not only upon the Democrats of Kansas 
City, but upon the Democracy of the en- 
tire State. He has had nv experience 
except as a Pinkerton detective, and at 
the time of his appointmeur as Chief of 
Police he was the non-resident superin- 
tendent of the Pinkerton Agency in Kan- 
sas City. The statement has been pub- 
lished and remains uncontradicted that 
his family is still residing in Chicago and 
that his real home is in that city. 

Gov. Stephens should promptly inter- 
vene to arrest this scandal. It is now 
evident that he was deceived in his ap- 
pointments of Police Commissioners in 
Kansas City. There was good reason to 
suspect their fidelity before they were 
appointed. Now there is food reason to 
suspect them of premeditated] treachery 
to the State Administration and to the 
Democratic party. It is impossible to be- 
lieve that they did not know they were 
going contrary to Gov. Stephen,’ wishes 
and trampling upon the feelings and con- 
victions of Missouri Democrets when 
they turned out Chief of Police Julian 
and appointed in his place the head of 
the Pinkerton Detective Bureau.

GETTING IT DOWN PAT. 
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NEW SOCIETY 


HE IS ORGANIZING A LODGE OF 
“THE AMERICANS.” 


PURPOSE IS POLITICAL. 


Only Native-Born Citizens May Join 
and They Will Be Pledged to Vote 
Only for Native-Born Citizens. 


There is a new quasi-political organiza- 
tion in the field which its promoters expect 
to far surpass the A. P. A. in the extent 
of its influence. 

Ostensibly its purposes are more thor- 
oughly American than the A. P. A., for it 
aims at no proscription against any religion. 
Its motto is “America for Americans,” and 
no man not born on American soil will Be 


eligible to membership. 


The name of the new organization, which 
is only just forming, is “The Americans.” 


Every member will be bound by oath to 
vote for no person for office who is not @ 
native born citizen of the United States. 
The movement is explained by its backers 
as being a protest against the domination 
of the large cities by the foreign element, 
whether Republican or Democratic, Irish, 
German, Swede, Polish or Italian. Its pur- 
pose is to put the American element into 
power politically. It igs not local in charac- 
ter. Its ramifications are extending all 
through the country. Lodges have already 
been formed in Eastern cities. 4 

There will be a meeting in St. Louis ‘Thurs- 
day night of a more or less secret charac- 
ter, to take steps toward the formation ofa 
lodge in St. Louis. Bp i Morris, the 
Tenth Ward Republican politician, is the 
leading spirit in the movement here. He 
recently returned from an Eastern trip on 
business connected with it. He was in New 
York, Buffalo, Cleveland, Toledo and other 
cities where lodges have been formed, look- 
ing into the details of organization. He is 
very enthusiastic and deciares that in a 
few years ‘“The Americans” will control the 
whole country. 

The one point on which great etress is 
laid by “The Americans” organizers is 
that there is no proscription against any 
religion. Catholics and Protestants, Jews 
and Gentiles are all eligible and in demand, 
if they were but born under the Stars and 
Stripes. 

The scheme of organization, which in its 
scope is as yet confined to cities, where is 
congregated mostly the element of oppo- 
sition, embraces separate ward organiza- 
tions. Each one will be in the nature of a 
separate lodge, which will be under the 
supervision of the ‘higher local, State and 
national governing lodges or councils. 

There will also be a benevolent feature 
in connection with the lodges. The dues 
will be 10 cents a week from each member. 
This will insure burial in case of death. 

Not only will “the Americans” seek to 
put only native born American citizens into 
office, but its influence will be thrown to- 
ward a restriction of immigration, and the 
strictest interpretation of the laws of nat- 
uralization. It will oppose the granting of 
citizenship to any man who cannot read 
and understand the Constitution and also 
be able to write out in a legible hand his 
own application for the boon he asks for. 

‘The organization,” said “Scotty” Mor- 
ris to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “is bound 
to grow. It appeals solely to the patriot- 
ism of Americans. There can be no objec- 
tion to it on the ground that it brings 
religion into politics. The question of re- 
ligion is not raised. All native born Amer- 
icans, regardless of their faith, are to be 
asked to join. 

“If a native born American refuses he 
will be classed as a foreigner. There are 
some men who will want to carry water on 
both shoulders. While proclaiming their 
Americanism they will be making a bid 
for the foreign vote by talking about uni- 
versal liberty and this being the land of 
the world’s oppressed. That won't g°. 

“It’s about time that something of this 
sort was done, It’s got so that a native 
born American can’t make a living, with 
the favors that are being shown to this 
race and that race, to curry politica] fa- 
vor. 

“T shall ¢all a meeting Thursday night of 
men whom I can trust and we'll get the 
thing started. There will be nothing secret 
about the organization; it will merely be 
exclusive.”

The audience, gowned In the riotous 
ety of Bastertide, would have made a 
liant spectacle were it not that to remove

During the ravish- 
ing orchestral episodes one longs for the 
delights of the eye, for glimpses of oriental 
magnificence, for the languorous swaying 
of odalisques, Delilah’s passionate wooing 
loses half of its effectiveness when directed 
at a gentleman in a dress suit sitting 
placidly three feet away.

Mr. Ben 
Davies was Samson. The English tenor 
is technically a great artist, but he is sung 
out. His voice has lost its compass. In 
his struggles with the upper register his 
work lost effectiveness. An abortive at- 
tempt to hit a high note at the very close 
of the work made a magnificent climax 
ridiculous and sent the audience home ina 
serio-comic frame of mind. The work of 
the Symphony Orchestra was the most sat- 
isfying feature of the performance. Saint- 
Saens’ music is pretty, melodious, 
grandoise, barbaric. It tickles the ear and 
stirs the blood. There were no flaws in the 
work of Mr. Ernst’s musicians. They alone 
of the musical mosaic did their part con- 
vincingly. The chorus was not called on 
often, but acquitted itself creditably.

PRIEST HAD 100 | 
MUCH INFLUENCE 


BERNARD BROCKMEYER OON- 
TESTING HIS FATHER’S WILL. 


OBJECTS TO THE LEGACIES. 


Frank Henry Brockmeyer’s Son 
Charges That Rev. Father Schaef- 
ers Was Unduly Persuasive. 


Bernard Brockmeyer has filed a suit in the 
Circuit Court contesting his father’s will on 
the ground that Rey, Fr. Schaefers of Bt. 
Nicholas’ Catholic Church had undue in- 
fluence over the old gentleman and caused 
him to make bequests he would not other- 
wise have made. 


Frank Henry Brockmeyer died last month 
and a few days later his will, made Feb. 23, 
1897, was filed in the Probate Court. 

The bequests were: First, to St. Mary’s 
Infirmary, $100; second, to St. Vincent’s 


German Orphan Association, $300: 
Lena Pohl, under the name 4 ghey Band 
meyer, $50; fourth, to Joseph A. Schaefers 
as poate of St. Nicholas’ Church,$500: fifth 
to Joseph Schaefers, $50; sixth, to Joseph A. 
Schaefers as trustee for Annie Pohlmeyern 
an undefined amount; seventh, to Frank Al- 
bert Brockmeyer, son of the plaintifr. a 
house and lot, 407 South Fifteenth street: 
eighth, to Willlam Faerber, Aloysius Gar- 
thaeffner and Hexgry Jaegering, pastors of 
St. Mary’s Church, $200; ninth, to the Little 
Sisters of the Poor, $500; 
mainder to the plaintiff. 

The son says in his petition: “‘At the time 
of executing said instrument of writing 
purporting to be his last will and testament, 
Frank Henry Brockmeyer was not of sound 
and disposing mind and memory, but on the 
contrary was 75 years of age and in his 
dotage, and his mind and memory were so 
impaired and weak and his intellect had be- 
come so defective from old age and disease 
as to render him wholly incapable of making 
any just and proper distribution of his es- 
tate. 

‘He did not when he affixed his mark to 
the paper comprehend the nature of the 


tenth, all the re- 
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disposition he was making of his estate, nor 
even the nature of the act which he was 
then undertaking to perform, and in point 
of fact and in truth, the paper does not 
express nor set forth the intention of the 
deceased.”’ 

Mr. Brockmeyer says further: ‘Joseph 
A. Schaefers is and at that time was a min- 
ister of the gospel and the pastor and spir- 
itual adviser of Frank Henry Brockmeyer, 
and as such acquired an influence and con- 
trol over his mind, and by reason of his 
confidential relations .and the influence 
thereby resulting, induced the testator to 
make the dispositions to the St. Mary’s 
Infirmary, St. Vincent’s Asylum, the pas- 
—_ of St. Mary’s Church and other lega- 
cies.”’ ‘ 

Brockmeyer ascribes all of those bequests 
to the influence of Father Schaefers, and 
asks that the will be set aside and that the 
defendants be cited into court to explain.

While unnatural sounds occur in the!

Now, before any marked sense of lost 
hearings is observed, a great many peo- 
ple notice the confused and ringing noises 
in the ear. They notice they hear better 
in a crowd or in a noisy street car, where 
the rattle and hum of the machinery 15 
taking place, than they can in the quiet 
of their own homes. The reason for this 
is that the busy sounds of life drown the 
internal head noises, and allow in a noisy 
place the external sounds to be analyzed, 
while in a more quiet place the head 
noises make such an impression that or- 
dinary conversation is heard muffled and 
indistinct.

One of the very first signs that the hear- 
ing is about to fail is the presence of ring- 
ing noises in the head.

Advance at New Yorx. 


NEW YORK. Apri! 21. — Wheat opened 
with little excitement to-day and no special] 
feature beyond lc advance in prices fol- 
lowing a sharp rise of 2@3d in Liverpool 
cables. The latter was puzzling to the trade 
in view of higher conso!s and was attrib- 
uted partly to bad European crop hews. 
May wheat in this market opened at 81\%0 
and later sold up to 8l%c. The prevailing 
sentiment was bullish War news was 
somewhat sensational and other market in- 
fluences have begun to attract the atten- 
tion of speculative traders once more. 


THE MARKETS. 


There were all sorte of war rumors afloat to-day, 
but the one which had the greatest effect on the 
market was that one of the great powers had de- 
cided to aid Greece in her struggle and was pre- 
paring for active operations. 

New York, Chicago, Toledo and Detroit all re- 
ported heary export bisiness, but these reports 
were not confirmed. 

Later cables made Liverpool wheat higher, 
but stated that this strength was chiefly due to 
the narrow difference between New York and Liv- 
erpool prices, which caused buying orders to be 
sent from this side. 

Crop news is generally better to-day, but there 
are still numerous complaints of delayed seeding 
in the Northwest. 

There was a rumor afloat on the floor this morn- 
ing that $1 per bushel had been bid for a large 
quantity of cash wheat for the purpose of con- 
trolling the market. 

Reerhbohm estimates the wheat crop of India at 
141,000 bu, as compared with 204,000,000 in 1806 
and 255,000,000 bu in 1895. No wheat will be ex- 
ported this year. The exports in 1896 were 3,540,- 
000 bu and in 1895, 18,800,000 bu. 

The stocks of wheat in public warehouses tn Liv- 
erpool are 4,107,000 bu and of corn 1,080,000 bu. 

ne stocks of flour in the principal ports of the 
United Kingdom on April 1 were 880,000 sacks. 
outside of those held by millers, as compared with 
724,000 sacks in 1806 and 715,000 sacks in 1895.

e testified, was informed his wife had @e- 
cured a divorce. This information came in 
@ roundabout way through Agnes Zelia, a 
young woman who dances on the s and 
was recently with the “Merry World” com- 
pany. She is Margaret Ellen's daughter. 

Fraser, believing he was free, married 
again, this time to Flora B. McCoy. Justice 
ra tied the knot on May 
Then Mr. and Mrs. Fraser started 
ey at 2613 Pine street. 

One day last November a woman walked 
into a newspaper office, exci asked for 
the city editor, and said if he would 
send a reporter with her, she would fur- 
nish an item that would be a Then 
she led the way to the works of 
Taylor & Co., 110 North Bighth stree 
There she called out a mild-mannered, in- 
offensive man of about 3 years and ad- 
ministe.ed a tongue-lashing that meade me 
air blue. er she went to the Four 
Courts and swore out a warrant against 
him, charging bigamy. 

Edward Fraser was locked up, then re- 
leased on ball. A week inte be lost his 
job and two months later his wife ora 
gave birth to a child. The two would hav 
starved had it not been for the kindness 0 
friends. 

The case was continued from time to time 
and trial was finally begun before Judge 
Zachritz Monday. Fraser pleaded not - 
ty, but admitted having contracted th 
marriages. By way of extenuation he said 
he had every reason to believe 
Ellen had secured a divorce.

When 
a Gypsy dies it is from old age or acci- 
dent. ueen Margaret is dying now of old 
age. That is why Sophie is going to take 
her place.’’

THEY CAN'T SRE 
THE GOOD OF IT. 


MERCHANTS DISCUSS THE ST. 
LOUIS BILL OF LADING. 


TEAM -OWNERS ALL OBJECT. 


Claim That by Doing Their Own Haul- 
ing They Avoid Paying 
the Arbitrary. 


The 2,200 members of the St. Louls Team 
Owners’ Association. are not alone in op- 
posing the Manufacturers’ Association’s 
plan for a St. Louis bill of lading. 

There are a number of large firms in 8t. 
Louls who have their own wagons and 
to their own hauling across the bridge. 
These firms, while not opposed to a flat 
St. Louis bill of lading, will not indorse the 
form of contract which Tom L, Cannon 
has laid before the shippers and railroad 


companies. 

J. M. Allen, Traffic Manager for the 
Meyer Bros. Drug Co., has decided views 
on the subject and states them forcibly. 
“The St. Louis bill of lading, as advocated 
by Mr. Cannon, is all rot,”’ said Mr, Allen 
Tuesday. “It is a sentimental play to en- 
able certain people to retain their influence 
and others to hold their jobs. 

“Tt will not benefit any shipper in St. 
Louis and will put many of them at a de- 
cided disadvantage. The solution of the 
bridge arbitrary question does not Iie with 
the Manufacturers’ Association, or any sim- 
ilar body. Every shipper has it in his power 
to take the burden of the arbitrary off his 
shoulders. 

‘The constant reference to the bridge ar- 
bitrary as a wall around the city has done 
more to injure St. Louis’ reputation and 
trade than any other form of agitation. 

“Tt is true that St. Louis is hampered to 
a certain extent by conditions resulting from 
her position on the western bank of a bi 
river. These conditions cannot be eliminated, 
but they could be improved if shippers took 
the proper steps. 

“As long as there are bridges shippers 
must pay to have their goods transferred 
across the river. As matters stand the arbi- 
trary bridge charge is a heavy burden on 
shippers and a handicap on the city, but ét 
need not be so. 
“No shipper need pay the 2 cents a hun- 
dred bridge toll on freight going out of or 
coming into St. Louls unless he desires to 
do so’ or is too blind to his own interests to 
apply the remedy which he has at hand. 

i? he will operate his own teams and do 
his own transferring he can reduce his ex- 
penses for transfer at least 70 per cent, 
“With bills of lading to East St. Louis as 
at present the shipper can on his own wagon 
transfer 8,000 pounds of freight across the 
river in either direction for 35 cents either 
over the bridge or by ferry. The same 
freight if transferred by the bridge company 
is subjected to a tarnft of 2 cents a hundred 
pounds, making the cost of transfer either 


wa 6. 

“pere is nothing at present to prevent 
any shipper from taking his freight out of 
the hands of the bridge companies. 
“With a bill of lading like that proposed 
it would be different. What Mr. Cannon 
has been pleased to call a St. Louis bill of 
lading has in it a contract clause which 
would force the shippers using it to pay the 
full bridge charges on freight into and out 
of St. Louis. A shipper ordering his goods 
shipped to St. Louis will sign a contract 
which will prevent him from stopping the 

oods at East St. Louis or any interme- 
diate point. If he does stop there he will 
have to pay the full rate to 8t. Louis, 
just as if the shipment had come through. 
“With the proposed so-called St. Louis 
bill of lading goods would be delivered at 
the railroad companies’ depots on this side 
or at beet in the Terminal yards at Tweijf:h 
ard Poplar streets. 

The "local shipper would have to pay 
the drayage from the depot or yards to his 
place of business Whether he operated hig 
own teams or patronized the St. Louis 
Transfer Co., he would have to pay dray- 
age charges in addition to the reguiar 
bridge tolls included in the freight rates 
“aa most firms are situated their wagons 
could make a trip to — St. Louis almost 
as quickly as to the 5t. Louis terminals 
and at less expenee. 

“Firms which have their own teams wi) 
certainly notytake advantage of the g¢. 
Louis bill of lading as projected. Their own 
interests will compel them to order their 
goods consigned to East St. Loula, 

“While I am not prepared to say that 
a St. Louis bill of lading, with & provision 
for store door delivery, would not be a goog 
thing, the much-exploited achievement of 
Mr. Cannon looks like a very Small mouge 
brought forth by an undersized mountain,

better it, has put thousands of dollars into 
the pockets of Chicago merchants,

“At present shippers who buy goods of our 
local firms that have their own teams do not 
pay any bridge charge. The drayage charge 
is sO small that business houses can afford 
to absorb it to hold and extend their trade.”’ 


Frank M. Johnson, traffic manager for 
another large concern which does its own 
hauling, feels as Mr. Allen does and says 
that many firms would refuse to use the St. 
Louis bill of oeing under the conditions for- 
mulated by Mr. Cannon. 

C. F. Blanke, another heavy shipper, said: 

“As far as I am concerned I would rather 
see conditions remain as they are at least 
with respect to the billing of goods to and 
from East St. uis. We do what hundreds 
of other firms could do. We transfer all our 

oods to and from the depots at East St. 

uis at a cost of only cents a round 
trop. This, allowing for the care of the 
teams and expense of running the wagons, 
Still leaves us a margin of nearly 70 cents 
on the bridge rate we would have to pay 
with a St. Louis bill of lading. 

“There is no question that local shippers 
could do their own hauling if they would. 
The St. Louis Transfer Company now does 
the bulk of the business with wagons. 
There are at least $,000 teams available in 
St. Louis and if they were properly em- 
ployed shippers here and abroad would not 
feel the burden of the bridge arbitrary.” 

T. H. Sawyer, traffic posager for the 
Brown Shoe Co., said: ““‘While the St. Louis 
bill of lading would not be of any grtat 
benefit to us and would, in some instances, 
work to our detriment, I am inclined to in- 
dorse it because I think that in a certain 
way it will be a benefit to the city. It will 
conceal the bridge arbitrary and it may 
stop the agitation of the question which has 
been going on for a long time. It is not 
advisable to advertise St. Louis traffic aff- 
ficulties. There is wide room for discus- 
sion as to the advisability of adopting a 
bill of lading like that proposed but as 
ay shippers seem to favor it, it should 
not be opposed. Those who do not desire 
to use it can still have their goods shipped 
to East St. Louis and brought to this side 
at an expense less than the bridge charge, 
which will be included in ‘the St. Louis rate. 

“If the new system results in lessening 
the delay in getting goods into and out of 
St. Louls something will have been accom- 

lished, though, of course, all shippers 

now that the actual bridge charges, while 
hidden, will be as heavy as they are at 
present.”’
